The 
workman has ftather stated feat in conciliation proceedings 
before ALC (C), Kanpur the Bank pleaded that the pension 
of the workman was withheld in terms ofRegulation 46,47 
& 48 of Benaras State Bank Ltd. (Employees) Pension 
Regulation , 1995, whereas it has been opposed by fee 
workman wife a plea feat he was entitled for fee same in 
terms ofRegulation 46. Thus, the workman has submitted 
feat he is entitled for pension in terms ofRegulation 46 of 
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Benaras State Bank Ltd. (Employees) Pension Regulation, 
1995 and the Bank , after his superannuation, is under, 
obligation to allow enchashment of earned leave and other 
terminal benefits due to him, therefore, he has prayed that 
the management of the Bank be directed to release pension 
to the workman w,e. f. OH 1-1994 and pay other terminal 
benefits/dues, due to him with interest. 

4. The management of Bank in its written statement 
and subsequent additional written statement has submitted 
that although the departmental proceedings against the 
workman were initiated with the issue of the charge sheet 
but same could not proceed farther in terms of provisions 
contained in section 19.4 ofthe Bipartite Settlement, which 
prohibits continuance of departmental proceedings till the 
pendency of judicial proceedings on the same issue. 
Regarding non-release of pension to the workman the 
management of the Bank has stated that as Regulation 42 
of the Benaras State Bank Ltd. (Employee) Pension 
Regulation 1995, pension is subject to future good conduct, 
which is implied condition of every grant of pension and 
its continuance under this Regulation and issue of charge 
sheet is a proof that the workman is prima facie guilty of 
grave misconduct. Also, Regulation 43 & 44 empowers the 
Competent Authority to withhold or withdraw pension in 
foil or in part whether permanently or a specified period, if 
pensioner is convicted for serious crime or is found guilty 
of grave misconduct and since the criminal proceedings 
against the workman could not be completed at the time of 
his retirement and still) pending, the workman could not be 
awarded pension. The management has also mentioned 
provisions contained in Regulation 48 of pension 
Regulation 1995, which provides that the Competent 
Authority is empowered to recover the pecuniary losses 
caused to the Bank after completion of departmental or 
judicial proceedings even after retirement of the employee. 
Over Regulation 46, the management of the Bank has 
mentioned that it provides for payment of provisional 
pension, if employee is superannuated during the pendency 
of departmental or judicial proceeding , but in that case 
gratuity shall be paid, but in the case of the workman 
gratuity has been paid and Bank had no option but to 
withhold the pension till the pendency of the criminal 
proceedings in order to recover the amount of loss from 
the workman in terms of Regulation 48 of Pension 
Regulation. Thus, foe management of the Bank has prayed 
that in view of the regulations the workman is not entitled 
for any relief in the present reference order, 

5. The workman has filed its rejoinder alleging 
therein that the provisions of Regulation 45 do not apply 
to him since at no point of time he was an officer, but al! 
through his service he was workman as defined u/s 2(s) of 
I.D. Act, 1947. He-has also alleged that the provisions of 
Regulation 43 & 44 do not apply in his as he has not been 
convicted by any Court of law and aiso issuance of charge 
sheet only does not imply that employee concerned is guilty 
in absence of any proper inquiry. The workman has aiso

disputed submissions of the management in respect 
Regulation 46 and has submitted that foe said Regulation 
does not lay down withholding of Gratuity, instead its 
provisions mates him entitled for the pension, Therefore, 
the workman has once again reiterated his prayer, in the 
claim statement, of awarding his pension aid other terminal 
benefits, on the ground that be has not been found guilty 
or grave misconduct or negligence of criminal breach of 
trust or forgery or acts done fraudulently during period. 

6. The parties have filed relevant documents in 
support of their claim, including photo copy of tetters, 
orders, receipts of payment and Pension Regulation. The 
workman examined itself in support of averments made by 
him whereas foe management of foe Bank of Baroda 
examined Shri B.R, Das, Manager in support of its 
pleadings. 

7. Heard the arguments of the learned 
representatives of the parties and perused evidence on 
record. 

8. The learned representative on behalf of foe 
workman has contended that it was imperative on the part 
ofthe opposite party to release pension & leave encashment 
of foe workman after his superannuation on 31-10-94, but 
the Bank did not release his pension deleave encashment 
arbitrarily. When the workman made representation, he was 
advised by the Bank to complete certain formalities as 
required in its letter dt.30-10*98 & despite compliance of 
foe direction & completion of required formalities by the 
workman vide his letter dt. 12-11-98, foe bank has not 
released his pension so far: He has forther contended that 
the workman is entitled for pension in terms of Regulation 
46 of Regulations 1995. 

9. In reply, foe teamed representative on behalf of 
the bank has urged that foe workman was charge sheeted 
and place under suspension for grave misconduct and an 
FIR was also lodged against him for alleged charges which 
resulted in foe institution of a criminal case which is still 
pending against him, therefore, foe workman is prima-facie 
guilty of grave misconduct and as such under Regulation 
42 &44 of foe Regulation 1995, the competent authority is 
empowered to withhold the pension of the workman. He 
has further urged that provisional pension can be given 
under regulation 46 but in that case gratuity shall not be 
paid whereas foe workman has already been paid the amount 
of gratuity thus bank has no option but to withhold the 
pension till the pendency of the criminal proceedings & 
disciplinary proceedings against the workman. 

10. 1 have given my thoughtful consideration on 
rival submissions of both the sides. 

11. It is not disputed that the workman was working 
as Clerk-cum-Godown Keeper in Benaras State Bank Ltd, 
at Birhana Road, Kanpur branch when he was placed under 
suspension on 14-4-76 in connection with alleged 
misconduct and FIR was also filed against him in the Police 
Station, Feelkhana, Kanpur in foe year 1976 and criminal 
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case is stilt pending in Ac. court of Chief Metropolitan

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order and he worked as such continuously till 1-9-1999 and 
thereafter his services were terminated without any notice, 
notice pay or compensation in lieu thereof in violation of 
Section 25 F of Industrial Disputes Act, 1947, as he worked 
for more than 240'days during his engagement with the 
Bank. The workman has alleged that though he performed 
duties of regular peon, but he was not paid salary and 
other benefits admissible to regular peon instead he was 
{laid at the rate of Rs.30 per day, excluding Sundays and 
other holidays, not only in the name of workman but also 
in fictitious names. The workman has further alleged that 
the management with view to derived him of the right of 
permanency in service, created artificial break and never 
allowed him to mark attendance. 

As per averments made by the workman the 
management has also violated provisions contained in 
Section 25-H and 25-G of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 
by not providing him any opportunity or re-employment 
with them and instead engaging fresh hands. The workman 
has submitted that action of the management in not giving 
him written appointment order is violative of provisions 
contained in para 495 of the Shastry Award and terminating 
his services without giving any notice, prior to termination 
of his services is violative of provisions contained in para 
522 (1), 522 (4) and 522 (5) of the Shastry Award. 
Accordingly the workman has prayed that his termination 
be held illegal, invalid and void-ab-initio, being violative of 
provisions of Section 25-F of Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 
and para 495 &522 of Shastri Award and he be reinstated 
with all consequential benefits including back wages. 

4. The management of the State Bank of Bikaner 
&Jaipur has disputed the claim of the workman by filing 
their written statement and submitting therein that it never 
appointed V ijay Kumar in any capacity hence there existed 
no relationship of employee and employer between the 
workman and the management, therefore, there does not 
arise any question of terminating his service at any point 
of time or violation of any of the provisions of the Industrial 
Disputes Act, 1947 or of Shastri Award. Instead the 
management has submitted that there was relationship of 
contractor and consumer between the workman and the 
management as he used to supply water to the concerned 
branch of the Bank at the contracted rate as and when 
required by the Bank during period 17-05-1997 and 
1 -09-1999. The management has mentioned that the alleged 
provisions of Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 or Shastri Award 
does not attract in the present case of the workman, 
accordingly there was no need to issue any notice before 
alleged termination in as much as the appointment of the 
workman was never made in any capacity whatsoever. 
Accordingly the management has prayed that the claim of 
the workman be rejected and he is not entitled to any relief 
as claimed by him. 

5. The workman has filed rejoinder and has not 
uttered any thing new apart from reiterating the facts already 
stated by him in the statement of claim. 


6. The parties have filed documentary evidence in 
support of their respective claim. The workman has filed 
his affidavit in suport of his claim but did not turn up for 
cross-examination accordingly the case was ordered to 
proceed ex-parte against the workman vide order dated 
28-7-2005 and date was fixed for management’s evidence. 
The management on 14-9-2005 made a mention on the order 
sheet that ‘ since the workman has not produced any 
evidence to show that there is any dispute, the management 
doesn’t want to lead any evidence’, as such the case was 
reserved for Award after hearing the parties. 

7. Subsequently another opportunity of rehearing 
was provided to the parties. Thereupon the parties availed 
this opportunity in filing written arguments in support of 
their respective cases. 

8. Heard learned representatives of both the parties 
and perused the evidence on record. 

9. The learned representative on behalf of the 
workman has submitted detailed written argument wherein 
it is contended that the workman had worked as Peon from 
17-5-97 to 1 -9-99 for more than 240 days, despite his services 
of the workman have been terminated on 2-9-99 without 
any notice and retrenchment compensation in violation of 
Section 25 F of the I.D. Act. It is further submitted that 
principle for last come first go has not been followed. No 
seniority list as required to be maintained under Rule 77 of 
Central Rules under I.D. Act was maintained by the bank 
and bank had also not given order of appointment in terms 
of para 535 of Shastri Award. In support of his contentions, 
he has placed reliance on the following case laws :

10. In reply, the learned representative on behalf 
of the management has submitted in his written argument 
that affidavit of the workman can not be read in evidence 
as he has not produce himself in the evidence. In absence 
of proof of any averment, his claim has no merit and is 
liable to be dismissed. 

11. Keeping in view the above submissions, 
perused the relevant record. Fropi the order sheets of the 
case file, it reveals that an affidavit of the workman was 
filed on 18-7-02 and several opportunities were provided 
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to the management for cross-examination on the affidavit 
ofthe workman. On 16-4-03 none was present on behalf of 
the management and it was presumed that management 
did not want to cross-examine the workman. Next date fixed 
for management evidence. On 19-9-03 the court proceeded 
ex-parte against the management. Subsequently, and 
application C-33 was moved cm 23-12-04 for setting aside 
the orders dt. 16-4-03 and 1-9*03 and vide detailed order 
sheet dt. 5-4-05, the above application was accepted and 
order for ex-parte proceedings were set aside and 
opportunity was provided to the management to cross- 
examine the workman. The order sheet dt 28-7-05 also 
reveals that at the stage of cross-examination of the 
workman on his affidavit, an application was moved on 
behalf of the workman for seeking adjournment which was 
rejected by the then learned Presiding Officer and following 
order was passed 

“ It is believed that the worker does not want to 
produce any evidence or does not want to be cross- 
examined or examined . Fixed 18-8-05 for evidence of 
opposite party.” 

12. Subsequently, vide order sheet dt. 14-9-05 
foilwing order was passed;— 

“ Since the worker has not turned up for cross by OP 
therefore, die OP does not want to produce any evidence 
since it was for the workman to prove that he worked for 
240 days continuously before the date of terminations. 
Smt Guta Kalra stated that she can’t help the worker as he 
Med to contact him although she sent 2-3 registered letters. 
Reserved for award.” 

13. From die perusal of subsequent order sheets it 
appears that learned representative on behalf of the 
workman and the workman have remain present on certain 
dates and written arguments have also been filed by the 
learned representative of the workman but no application 
was moved to set aside the orders dt 28-7-05 and 14-9-05. 
Thus, it is evident from the record that affidavit of the 
workman dt. 18-7-02 is on the record but the workman did 
not subjected himself for cross-examination on the same. 

14. It is well settled legal position that if party 
challenges the legality of the order, the burden lies upon 
him to prove illegality of the order if no evidence is 
produced the party-invoking jurisdiction of the court must 
fail. In the present case, burden was on the workman to 
show that he had worked for 240 days in preceding 12 
months prior to his alleged retrenchment and to set out the 
grounds to challenge the validity ofthe alleged termination 
order said to be in violation of Section 25 F of the I.D. Act 
and to prove that his termination was illegal. 

15. The workman has filed his affidavit in support 
of his contention but he has notproduced himself for 
cross-examination therefore, his evidence on affidavit can 
not be considered. Thus, after discarding his affidavit there 
is no oral evidence in support of his claim mere pleadings 


in statement of claim are not substitute of proof. The claim 
of the workman has been denied by the management 
therefore, it was for the workman to lead oral and 
documentary evidence to show that he had in fact worked 
240 days in the year preceding his alleged termination. 
Merely, on this ground that management has also not 
adduced any evidence in support of their contention, 
averments of the workman cannot be presumed to be 
proved. A party to the list may or may not succeed in its 
defence, the same in law cannot be taken to be a 
circumstance that the workman has prove his case. 

16. In view of the above discussion the workman 
has fail to prove that he had worked for more than 240 days 
in a calendar year and his alleged termination is in violation 
of Section 25 F of the I.D. Act. Thus, he is not entitled for 
any relief. The reference under adjudication is answered 
accordingly. 

17. Award as above.
